A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


A  Grateful  Alumnus 
'Comes  Home'  To  PC 


A  couple  of  weeks  ago.  I  decided  late  in  the  afternoon  to  play  nine  holes  of  golf  —  just  to  see  if  1  could  still 
swing  a  club  in  a  decent  fashion.  The  golf  game  deserves  no  comment,  but  a  brief  experience  at  its  close  made  it  all 
worthwhile. 

As  I  drove  the  golf  cart  to  my  car  to  put  my  clubs  away,  I  noticed  an  elderly  gentleman  getting  out  of  the  car 
parked  next  to  mine.  I  did  not  know  him  and  I'm  sure  he  did  not  know  me.  Nevertheless,  when  he  noticed  my  name 
on  the  golf  bag:  "Tom  Reeves.  Hastings  College,  Nebraska."  he  commented:  "Son,  you're  a  long  way  from  home!" 

"No  sir."  1  replied,  "this  is  my  home.  I've  been  away  for  many  years,  but  I'm  home  now." 

He  smiled  knowingly  and  said.  "Feels  good  doesn't  it?" 

It's  with  something  of  that  same  feeling  that  I  return  to  Presbyterian  College  for  these  next  few  months.  It's 
like  coming  home.  In  one  sense  I've  never  been  away,  any  more  than  I've  been  away  from  my  family  home  in 
Denmark.  S.C.,  because  I've  taken  the  values  instilled  in  me  by  these  two  places  wherever  I've  gone.  Honesty, 
integrity,  hard  work,  fair  play,  competitiveness  and  a  concern  for  other  people  —  these  are  the  values  of  a  Christian 
home  and  the  values  of  a  liberal  arts  education.  At  times  in  my  career.  I've  seen  these  values  briefly  crushed  into 
the  ground,  but  only  to  discover  at  a  later  time  their  resilience  and  permanence. 

PC  has  obviously  changed  in  the  40  years  since  my  graduation.  The  campus  has  expanded  with  magnificent 
new  facilities:  the  endowment  has  increased  enormously;  the  size  of  the  student  body  has  more  than  doubled:  the 
faculty  —  although  always  strong!  —  has  continued  to  bring  new  expertise;  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  become  more 
regional;  the  administration  more  comprehensive:  and  the  reputation  of  the  college  more  national.  My  hat  is  off  to 
the  many  people  who  have  committed  themselves  to  the  greatness  of  this  college  and  to  its  ability  to  compete  in  the 
21st  century. 

Yet  in  the  most  important  ways,  Presbyterian  College  has  not  changed  during  the  past  four  decades.  The 
commitment  to  the  liberal  arts  within  a  Christian  environment;  the  commitment  to  quality  in  faculty,  students,  and 
curriculum;  the  commitment  to  a  small  student-faculty  ratio  and  on  educational  philosophy  which  embraces  the 
total  person  —  these  are  the  things  which  were  meaningful  to  me  as  a  student,  and  1  find  them  abundantly  evident 
40  years  later. 

I'm  sure  that  I  shall  enjoy  the  next  tew  months.  PC  is  a  good  place  to  he.  If  your  travels  bring  you  to  this 
vicinity,  please  make  it  a  point  to  visit  the  campus,  and  when  you  do.  stop  by  my  office  tor  a  cup  ot  coffee  and 
perhaps  some  reminiscing.  Like  the  old  gentleman  said:  "It  feels  good  to  come  home."

As  PC's  Next  President 


Reception  Held  On  June  9 
To  Welcome  Successor  To 
Retiring  President  Ken  On 


n  new  chapter  in  Presbyterian  College's 
1 17-year  history  began  Tuesday,  June  3.  when  the 
Board  of  Trustees  elected  Dr.  John  Griffith  to  be 
the  college's  next  president,  and  members  of  the 
college  and  community  assembled  the  following 
Monday  to  meet  the  person  chosen  to  lead  PC  into 
the  2 1  st  century . 

The  reception,  held  in  Edmunds  Hall,  served 
as  an  introduction  of  Griffith  to  a  representative 
group  of  faculty .  staff,  students,  alumni,  and  com- 
munity leaders,  and  the  brief  visit  left  the  campus 


abuzz  with  excitement  about  the  new 

president's  official  arrival  on  Jan.  1. 

1 998.  Other  individuals,  however,  had 

already  spoken  in  glowing  terms 

about  the  49-year-old  president  of 

Lyon  College  in  Batesville,  Ark.,  and  what  his 

selection  will  mean  to  Presbyterian  College. 

"John  Griffith  has  distinguished  himself  at 
two  fine  Presbyterian  institutions  —  Davidson

A  life  spent  on  college  campuses 

Griffith,  a  native  of  Hamilton.  N.Y.,  has 
spent  his  entire  life  on  the  campuses  of  some  of 
America's  finest  colleges  and  universities,  begin- 
ning with  the  campus  of  Colgate  University,  where 
his  father  served  for  years  as  dean.  In  1969,  he 
graduated  cum  laude  from  Dickinson  College  with 
a  degree  in  religion  and  went  on  to  Harvard  Divin- 
ity School,  where  in  1972  he  earned  his  master  of 
divinity  degree  magna  cum  laude.  In  1980,  he 
received  his  Ph.D.  from  Syracuse  University,  fo- 
cusing on  the  field  of  intellectual  development. 

During  his  career,  he  has  served  as  chaplain 
of  the  Dana  Hall  School  in  Wellesley,  Mass.;  as 
minister  of  a  church  in  Sherburne,  N.Y.;  as  a 
lecturer  at  Syracuse  University;  as  a  research  fac- 
ulty member  at  the  University  of  Michigan  at  Ann 
Arbor;  and  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  and  dean  of 
admissions  and  financial  aid.  and.  later  as  vice 
president  for  institutional  advancement  at  Davidson 
College. 

In  1989.  he  was  named  president  of  Arkansas 
College,  a  private,  liberal  arts  institution  affiliated 
with  the  PCUSA  that  changed  its  name  to  Lyon 
College  three  years  ago.  In  his  eight  years,  the 
college  has  gained  recognition  for  its  academic 
program  and  is  rated  as  one  of  the  top  regional 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  Southeast  by  publica- 
tions such  as  U.S.  News  &  World  Report. 

Lyon,  Griffith  said,  is  "a  remarkable  institu- 
tion, and  the  people  who  are  gathered  there  are  of 
uncommon  quality."  but  he  considered  the  oppor- 
tunity to  become  president  of  PC  —  rated  by  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  as  a  national  liberal  arts  col- 
lege —  as  an  exciting  one  that  came  at  the  right 
time  in  his  life,  both  personally  and  professionally. 

"I  am  impressed  with  the  role  that  Presby  te- 
rian  College  plays  in  higher  education  in  the  South- 
east." Griffith  said.  "One  of  the  things  that  struck 
me  when  I  visited  the  campus  in  April  was  the 
remarkable  progress  that  the  institution  has  made 
since  my  departure  from  the  Southeast  in  1989.  I 
was  struck  by  the  quality  of  the  people,  the  strength 
of  the  faculty,  and  the  energy  and  intellectual 
vitality  of  the  student  body.  Also,  the  vision  that 
the  administration  and  trustee  leadership  have  for

Here  are  excerpts  from  John  Griffith's  address  at  the  reception  held  for  him  on  June  9: 

I  think  what  I'm  most  excited  about  at  this  point  is  getting  to  know  the  PC  family  of 
people,  agencies,  and  institutions  that  spread  well  beyond  this  campus,  this  community, 
and  this  state.  I  also  want  you  to  know  that  Nancy  and  I  will  be  here  in  mid-December,  and 
it  is  our  intention  to  celebrate  Christmas  with  our  two  sons,  Matthew  and  Christopher,  in 
our  new  home. 

I've  learned  a  lot  —  and  have  a  lot  to  learn  —  about  PC  in  the  past  several  months, 
but  one  of  the  things  that  strikes  me  is  that  this  is  one  of  a  handful  of  church-related, 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  America  that  has  been  able  through  hard  work  to  establish  itself  at 
the  forefront  of  the  academy,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
maintain  a  rich  and  fulfilling  dialogue  with  the  Christian 
faith.  Now,  keeping  reason  and  faith  in  partnership  is  not 
easy  in  higher  education,  and  yet  it  is  a  hallmark  of  this 
college,  which  I  believe  will  serve  it  with  distinction  well 
into  the  21st  century  as  a  guide,  as  a  principle,  and  I  find 
this  very  attractive. 

When  I  left  the  Carolinas  in  1989,  having  served 
Davidson  for  10  years,  to  assume  the  presidency  of  Lyon 
College  in  Arkansas.  I  knew  a  good  bit  about  the 
landscape  of  higher  education  in  the  Southeast.  When  the  search  committee  contacted 
me  I  had  the  opportunity  to  become  reacquainted  with  Presbyterian  College,  and  I  want 
you  to  know  how  impressed  I  was  by  what  I  found.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  President  Orr,  the  faculty  and  the  staff,  the  alumni,  and  many,  many  friends 
have  done  a  remarkable  job  of  advancing  this  fine,  old  college  on  virtually  every  front. 

There  is  a  remarkable  sense  of  place  here.  I  suspect  you  sense  it  when  you  come  on 
this  campus.  The  look  and  the  feel  is  of  an  institution  that  knows  itself  and  has  a  sense  of 
where  it's  going . . . 

I  think  the  thing  that  attracted  me  most  to  this  opportunity  is  the  fact  that  this  place  is 
rich  and  strong  and  vital  in  terms  of  the  foundation  upon  which  a  bold  vision  can  be  cast  to 
address  these  challenges.  It's  been  suggested  to  me  that  this  college  has  the  opportunity 
to  emerge  as  the  finest  church-related  liberal  arts  college  in  America,  and  all  I  can  say  to 
you  at  this  point  is  that  I  can  see  that  opportunity,  and  it  feels  good  . . . 

You  see,  educational  institutions  exist  to  serve  students.  Many  places  have  forgotten 
that.  But  it  pleases  me  a  great  deal  to  find  here  an  institution  that  has  its  eye  on  that 
target.  PC,  it  seems  to  me,  is  effectively  organized  to  serve  its  students,  and  thus,  this 
institution  is  a  superb  resource  for  this  state,  this  region,  and  even  our  nation,  and  I  am 
very  honored  to  have  been  selected  as  your  new  president.

Alumnus  Answers  PC's  Call  To  Serve  As  Interim  President 


I  he  call,  he  said,  came  out  of  the  blue.  PC  garnet  and  blue. 

"Early  in  the  search  process.  Frank  Harrington  had  asked  me  for 
any  names  of  possible  candidates  to  be  considered  for  the  post  of 
president  at  Presbyterian  College."  said  Dr.  Thomas  Reeves,  "and  1  had 
recommended  some  individuals.  But  I  had  had 
no  further  contact  with  him  until  he  called  in 
May  and  asked  if  I  would  entertain  the  thought 
of  serving  as  interim  president  for  the  fall 
semester." 

Reeves,  a  1957  graduate  of  PC.  retired  in 
1995  after  10  years  as  president  of  Hastings 
College,  a  Presbyterian  Church  (U.S.A.) 
institution  in  Hastings.  Neb.  He  and  his  wife, 
Delores.  returned  to  his  native  South  Carolina, 
where  he  has  worked  with  his  son  in  a  nursery 
and  landscaping  business  in  the  small  Bamberg 
County  town  of  Denmark.  He  has  also  served  Williston  Presbyterian 
Church  as  pastor. 

The  call  from  Harrington.  PC's  chairman  of  the  board  who  was  a 
classmate  during  their  student  days  on  the  Clinton  campus,  did  indeed 
catch  Reeves  by  surprise,  but  a  conversation  with  his  wife  convinced  him 
that  this  was  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  give  something  back  to  his  alma 
mater. 

"I  honestly  believe  that  PC  has  been  most  gracious  to  me  through 
the  years  by  presenting  me  with  an  honorary  degree  and  with  last  year's 
Alumni  Gold  P  Award.  1  am  genuinely  humbled  by  that  kind  of

recognition,  and  if  they  feel  that  1  can  do  something  for  PC  during  this 
time  of  transition.  I  want  to  do  that,"  he  said. 

Reeves,  who  spent  19  years  in  various  academic  and  administrative 
posts  at  Converse  College  in  Spartanburg,  S.C.,  before  being  named  as 
president  at  Hastings  in  1985.  describes  his  primary 
assignment  as  "keeping  the  ship  running." 

"1  would  think  the  biggest  task  would  be 
monitoring  important  areas  such  admissions, 
financial  aid,  and  various  budget  issues  during  the 
fall  semester."  he  said.  "The  ultimate  goal  will  be  to 
make  things  as  right  for  the  incoming  president  as  1 
can.  We  want  to  shine  all  the  light  on  the  next 
president,  because  the  future  of  PC  is  John  Griffith. 
So  the  specifics  will  be  whatever  he  wants  me  to  do." 

Ree\es  and  Griffith  met  with  retiring  president 
Ken  Orr  in  early  July  for  a  two-day  planning  retreat. 
The  interim  period  begins  in  mid-August,  with  Reeves  planning  to  be  on 
campus  each  Monday  and  Tuesday,  then  Thursday  through  Saturday.  He 
will  be  in  Denmark  on  Wednesdays  and  will  continue  to  lead  services  at 
Williston  Presbyterian  Church  on  Sundays. 

He  has  also  accepted  Orr's  invitation  to  give  the  address  at  Opening 
Convocation  on  Sept.  9. 

"It  will  be  a  busy  schedule  for  my  wife  and  me  this  fall,  but  we're 
both  excited  about  it,"  Reeves  said.  "I  never  lost  interest  in  PC  through  the 
years,  and  I  stayed  in  close  contact,  even  when  I  was  at  Hastings.  I  am 
looking  forward  to  being  a  part  of  this  important  time  for  m\  alma  mater." 


the  institution  was.  for  me.  contagious. 

"The  church-relatedness  of  Presbyterian 
College  and  the  intentional  manner  in  which  it  has 
nurtured  that  connection  with  the  church  is  very 
important  to  me.  The  Presbyterian  tradition  in 
higher  education  is  a  distinguished  tradition  that 
we  can  joyfully  embrace,  and  I  found  that  alive  and 
well  at  Presbyterian  College,"  he  added.  "At  PC, 
the  integration  of  faith  and  learning  can  be  held  up 
as  a  model,  not  just  among  Presbyterian  institu- 
tions in  this  country,  but  for  all  denominations,  and 
I  would  very  much  like  to  be  a  part  of  that. 

"The  opportunity  at  Presbyterian  College  is  a 
fine  one  for  me  at  this  point  in  my  career.  In 


addition,  my  immediate  and  extended  family,  as 
well  as  my  wife.  Nancy's,  seem  to  be  gathering  in 
the  Southeast.  Our  youngest  son.  Christopher,  just 
graduated  from  Batesville  High  School  and  will  be 
going  away  to  college.  So  all  the  professional  and 
the  personal  factors  point  to  this  venture  as  the  next 
stop  in  my  career." 

A  wealth  of  liberal  arts  experiences 

Those  individuals  who  know  John  Griffith 
well  believe  that  Presbyterian  College  has  secured 
one  of  the  premier  leaders  in  private  higher  educa- 
tion. 

Dr.  Sam  Spencer,  who  served  as  president  at 


Davidson  College  from  1968-83.  said  he  believes 
that  Griffith's  experience  while  serving  in  that 
college's  admissions  and  institutional  advance- 
ment programs  makes  him  extremely  valuable  given 
the  competitive  marketplace  of  higher  education. 

"It  was  quite  apparent  from  the  outset  that  he 
was  not  only  a  talented  professional  but  a  very 
good  person,  qualities  that  marked  him  as  a  future 
leader."  Spencer  said.  "What  especially  impressed 
me  were  his  flexibility  andhis  ability  to  handle  a  lot 
of  different  things  and  deal  with  different  groups. 

"He  brought  creative  thinking  to  both  admis- 
sions and  institutional  advancement,  and  he  has  a 
talent  for  organization  and  bringing  people  enthu- 


siastically  along  with  his  ideas. 

"He  has  certainly  proved  at  Lyon  College 
that  he  had  the  type  of  ideas  on  how  to  push  a 
college  forward  in  ways  that  many  people  thought 
were  impossible,"  Spencer  added,  "and  he  has 
made  Lyon  a  better  college  than  it  was  in  many 
respects." 

Dr.  Ken  Orr  may  be  as  good  a  judge 
as  anyone,  having  held  the  position  at  Pres- 
byterian College  since  1979  and  having 
known  his  successor  since  the  early  1980s. 

"John  Griffith  and  I  have  been  very 
good  friends  for  well  over  a  decade."  Orr 
said.  "I  have  every  confidence  that  he  is  the 
person  who  can  well  lead  this  institution 
into  the  2 1  st  century  in  a  manner  which  will 
not  only  be  affective  but  in  a  manner  that 
will  be.  1  believe,  very  dynamic. 

"John  is  an  able  educator,  he  is  a 
skilled  and  articulate  administrator,  he  is  a 
resourceful  leader,  and.  above  all  else,  he  is 
a  good  guy.  He's  a  person  who  appreciates 
friends,  he  has  a  lot  of  interests,  he  is  not 
stuffy.  The  PC  family  will  enjoy  getting  to 
know  him  and  becoming  friends  with  him." 

Committed  to  faith  and  learning 

The  search  process,  which  began  with 
the  naming  of  the  10-member  committee  in 
early  November,  included  dozens  of 
resumes,  seven  off-campus  interv  iews,  and 
campus  visits  by  a  pair  of  finalists.  Those 
individuals  charged  with  making  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  Board  of  Trustees  saw  in 
Griffith  a  well-rounded  educator  and  ad- 
ministrator who  is  committed  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church's  integration  of  faith  and  learning. 

"John  Griffith  expressed  best  to  us  the  foun- 
dation of  this  college  in  the  Christian  faith,  and  I 
choose  that  word  carefully ."  said  Dr.  Peter  Hobbie. 
associate  professor  of  religion.  "I  don't  mean  'tra- 
dition:' a  lot  of  colleges  talk  about  their  'Christian 
tradition.'  But  the  Christian  faith  is  the  source  of 
the  very  being  of  this  institution:  it's  why  Presby- 
terian College  is  small:  it's  why  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege embraces  the  liberal  arts,  because  that  is  what 


the  Christian  faith  teaches  us  to  do. 

"One  of  my  tasks  was  to  call  people  who  had 
known  John  Griffith  at  other  places  where  he  has 
worked,  and  I  left  those  conversations  assured  that 
he  appreciates  and  shares  the  Christian  vision  of 
Presbyterian  College."  Hobbie  said.

history  professor  David  Needham.  was  especially 
impressed  with  Griffith's  willingness  to  address 
difficult  issues  on  the  horizon  for  all  liberal  arts 
colleges. 

"After  the  three  days  of  Atlanta  interviews 
with  the  presidential  aspirants  were  over,  and  all 
seven  were  very  impressive.  John  Griffith  stood 
out  in  my  mind  as  the  strongest  candidate." 
Needham  said.  "That  initial  impression  was  re- 
enforced  by  his  later  question-and-ansvver  session 
with  the  PC  faculty  on  campus.  His  responses  w  ere 


always  thoughtful  and  forthright,  and  did  not 
equivocate  on  the  hard  choices  facing  colleges  like 
PC  and  Lyon. 

"For  me.  it  was  not  a  hard  choice  to  make. 

I  am  convinced  that  John  Griffith  has  the  capability 

and  vision  to  lead  Presbyterian  College  to  the  next 

level  of  excellence.  When  I  retire  in  the  year  2001, 

I  expect  this  prediction  to  be  well  on  the 

way  to  realization."  Needham  said. 

And  yet  for  all  his  eloquence  and 
expression.  Griffith  most  impressed  the 
search  committee  with  his  knowledge 
and  insights  into  the  mission  and  the 
management  of  church-related,  private 
higher  education  —  a  fact  that  committee 
member  Joe  Nixon  said  will  not  be  lost 
on  PC  students. 

"Having  worked  for  more  than  30 
years  with  students  on  this  campus 
through  athletics,  admissions,  and.  most 
recently,  student  affairs.  I  can  say  with 
some  certainty  that  while  PC  students 
wish  for  and  respond  well  to  charisma 
and  style  in  those  who  lead  and  in  those 
who  teach  them,  they  seldom  confuse 
those  qualities  with  substance,"  said 
Nixon,  a  1963  graduate  of  Presbyterian 
College  who  serves  as  dean  of  students. 
"John  Griffith  comes  to  PC  with  an  im- 
pressive history  of  personal  and  profes- 
sional achievement  which  gives  testi- 
mony to  his  substance." 

Perhaps  no  stronger  endorsement 

could  come  from  the  search  committee 

than  from  its  chairman,  Dr.  Fred  Davison, 

who  was  pleased  that  PC's  national  reputation 

attracted  top  candidates. 

"Our  responsibility  ultimately  was  not  to 
choose  the  strongest  of  a  weak  field,  but  rather  the 
best  of  a  strong  field."  Davison  said. 

"John  Griffith  has  all  of  the  characteristics 
and  abilities  that  we  were  searching  for."  he  said, 
"and  we  are  confident  that  he  will  take  the  college 
to  a  position  of  even  greater  national  prominence 
while  maintaining  the  strong  church-relatedness 
that  we  all  agree  is  essential."

I  he  Presbyterian  College  campus  has  always  been  a  work  of  beauty  when  spring  blooms  in 
all  its  colors,  but  this  year  the  artist's  hand  became  even  more  apparent. 

Three  marble  sculptures,  put  in  place  just  before  the  Christmas  holidays  last  year,  have  added 
a  special  touch  to  the  campus.  The  artwork,  sculpted  by  Italian  artist  Claudio  Capotondi.  was 
presented  to  PC  by  trustee  and  long-time 
benefactor  Irwin  Belk  of  Charlotte.  N.C.. 
and  is  displayed  in  three  prominent  places 
on  campus:  between  Belk  Auditorium  and 
Edmunds  Hall,  beside  the  fountain  in  the 
center  of  campus,  and  in  front  of  Harper 
Center  at  the  lake. 

"I  am  happy  to  know  that  my  marble 
sculptures  are  appreciated  from  the  people 
of  your  campus,  because  this  is  for  me  very 
important."  Capotondi  wrote  from  his  home 
in  Rome  on  May  23.  "I  know  that  my  'son- 
sculptures,'  worked  and  efforted  with  my 
hands  in  many  months  of  hard  work,  are  in 
the  magnificent  scenery  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  'family.'" 

Capotondi  was  born  in  the  ancient 
Etruscan  city  of  Tarquinia  in  Italy  and  now 
lives  and  works  in  Rome,  as  well  as  spending 
time  in  New  York  City  and  Piestrasanta,  where  he

£A  Conversation  rnrfi . . . 

91  Years  Of  PC  History 


As  the  1997-98  academic  year  begins,  the  faculty  will  be  without 
three  familiar  faces.  The  retirements  of  Dr.  Ron  Burnside,  Dr.  Lennart 
Pearson,  and  Bob  Strock  were  noted  at  a  special  faculty  recognition  in 
late  April  and  during  the  spring  commencement  ceremonies. 

Burnside,  the  Marshall  W.  Brown  Professor  of  History,  joined  the 
PC  faculty  in  1963.  Pearson,  director  of  the  Thomason  Library  and  a 
religion  faculty  member,  came  to  PC  five  years  later  in  1968.  Strock, 
associate  professor  of  physical  education,  chairman  of  the  P.E. 
department,  and  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Blue  Hose  football 
staff,  followed  the  next  year  in  1969. 

They  leave  with  91  years  of  Presbyterian  College  history  among 
them,  and  Grant  Vosburgh,  editor  of  Presbyterian  College  Magazine, 
talked  with  them  about  their  experiences. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  Let's  talk  a  moment  about  what  brought  each  of  you 
here.  Ron,  even  though  you  were  a  graduate  student  at  Indiana 
University,  you  were  doing  your  dissertation  about  this  state. 


BURNSIDE:  I  was  writing  a  dissertation  on  one  of  South  Carolina's 


governors,  Gov.  Coley  Blease.  and  Betty  and  I  spent  1962-63  in  Columbia 
while  I  researched  and  wrote.  Two  positions  in  history  came  open  here,  and  I 
became  aware  of  the  positions  through  Dr.  Ed  Hemphill,  who  was  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time  and  was  editing  the  John  C.  Calhoun  papers  at 
the  Caroliniana  Library.  Dr.  Joe  Gettys  (dean  of  the  faculty)  came  down  to 
talk  with  me.  and  then  we  came  to  visit  the  campus. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  Did  you  know  anything  about  Presbyterian  College? 

BURNSIDE:  Not  a  thing.  We  thought  we  would  come  and  take  a  look,  and 
we  decided  to  try  it.  Our  first  year  was  spent  in  the  Calvert  House  with  PC's 
13  boarding  women  students  —  that  was  their  dorm.  So  we  spent  a  year 
there,  rent-free. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  I'm  going  to  guess  that  you,  Lennart.  had  a  little  more 
knowledge  of  PC  since  you  were  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond. 

PEARSON:  A  little  bit  more.  Dr.  Gettys.  of  course,  had  knowledge  of 


1  Union,  and  I  was  assistant  librarian  up  there.  He  came  after  me  in  1967,  but  I 
wasn't  prepared  to  leave.  I  had  some  commitments  up  there,  so  he  came  back 
again  in  1968.  As  I  recall,  the  1964  self-study  had  said  to  the  college: 
You've  got  to  do  something  to  improve  your  library  facility.  The  library 

.lanan  Burts.  was  approaching  retirement  and  didn't  want  to  get 
into  a  building  program,  so  PC  was  looking  for  somebody  who  would  be 
willing  to  take  that  on. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  And  you,  Bob,  knew  of  PC  because  you  had  feasted  on 
the  Blue  Hose  as  an  Erskine  athlete,  right? 


STROCK:  (Laughs.)  Right.  No.  I  had 
been  at  Clinton  High  School  from  1958 
to  1961,  and  worked  over  there  with 
Herman  Jackson  and  Buzz  Tedards. 
Herman  left  there  to  come  to  PC  and 
they  had  an  opening  on  the  staff,  so 
they  got  in  touch  with  me.  Although  I 
hadn't  enrolled  for  any  classes,  I  had 
actually  been  here  in  the  fall  of  1952 
after  Erskine  dropped  football.  I  was 
here  for  about  a  week  of  football 
practice,  but  I  decided  to  go  back  to 
Erskine  for  various  reasons. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  So  for  the  three  of 
you,  it  ranged  from  Ron  being  not  all 
familiar  with  PC  to  Lennart  being 
somewhat  familiar  to  Bob  being  very 
familiar.  That's  interesting.  Let's 
reflect  on  some  of  those  memories 
that  are  most  significant  to  you  about 
where  the  institution  has  gone.  What 
are  some  initiatives  the  school  has 
taken,  some  changes  you  have 
witnessed,  some  improvements  that 
have  been  made  that  really  hit  close 
to  each  of  you?

BURNSIDE:  I  would  say  the 
increasing  diversity  of  the  student 

body.  Very  important  was  the  inclusion  of  women,  because  when  I  came 
there  were  1 3  women  boarding  on  campus.  There  have  always  been 
commuting  women  students,  but  it  wasn't  until  the  mid-'60s  that  we  built  the 
first  women's  dorm  and  really  began  to  attract  women.  African-Americans 
—  there  was  none  when  I  came  —  have  made  us  more  inclusive,  as  have 
foreign  students  coming  to  the  campus,  including  visiting  scholars  such  as 
the  two  women  we  had  from  India. 

Then.  I  think,  faculty  and  students  going  abroad  adds  to  the  diversity  on 
campus  They  bring  back  much  with  them.  In  the  past  decade  we  have 
expanded  considerably,  west  and  east,  in  developing  programs  and  bringing 
students  from  other  cultures  as  well  as  sending  our  students  to  other  cultures. 


STROCK:  I  don't  want  to  be  repetitive,  but  I  feel  the  same  way  that  Ron 
does.  I  can  remember  when  we  had  separate  activity  courses  (in  P.E.)  for  the 
women,  because  they  were  not  supposed  to  be  able  to  undergo  the  rigorous, 
strenuous  training  that  guys  underwent.  And  now  to  see  them  mixed  in  the 
weight  training  course  in  the  '80s  and  the  '90s.  and  the  women  are  outlifting 
some  of  the  men . . .  and  the  women's  athletic  program  and  the  expansion  of 
that.  The  first  women's  varsity  sport  was  the  volleyball  team  in  1972.  and 
now  to  see  how  that  has  expanded.  Also,  the  contributions  of  African- 
American  students  to  our  athletic  program  ...  I  feel  like  Ron  does  about  the 
diversity  of  the  student  body.  It's  made  a  big  change  for  the  better. 

BURNSIDE:  And  the  diversity  of  the  faculty,  also  —  including  women  and 
minority  faculty  members. 

PEARSON:  1  guess,  for  me,  a  couple 
of  major  things  related  to  the  library 
would  be  the  construction  of  the 
building  in  the  1970s  and  the 
wonderful  support  of  Jim  and  Sarah 
Thomason.  That  was  really  a  major 
step  forward.  We  got  an  extremely 
useful  building  with  a  variety  of 
spaces  that  makes  it  possible  to  do  all 
sorts  of  things.  Another  achievement 
was  the  conversion  of  the  card 
catalog  to  machine-readable  form.  It 
was  a  major  project,  and  I  certainly 
cheered  as  the  staff  took  it  on  as  an 
in-house  project.  Many  libraries  sent 
their  catalog  cards  out  to  have 
commercial  firms  do  the  work,  but 
we  did  economically  and  did  it 
efficiently.  Diane  Yarborough. 
particularly,  is  to  be  credited  for  that. 

And  in  1976.  a  grant  from  the 
Council  on  Library  Resources  made 
it  possible  to  develop  Jane  Presseau's 
bibliographic  instruction  program. 
That  was  a  national  grant  —  very 
significant  for  us. 

I  think  the  appearance  of  the 
campus  is  impressive,  but  even  more  so  is  the  church-relatedness  of  the 
college.  This  is  a  college  that  values  its  church-relatedness,  and  that's 
reciprocated.  The  church  shows  it  values  the  college  by  sending  its  students 
here  and  supporting  the  institution  financially.  In  a  time  when  other  colleges 
might  envy  such  ties,  we  have  them  because  we  have  maintained  them  and 
worked  on  them,  and  that's  due  to  the  leadership  that  we've  had  here. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  It  would  have  been  easy  to  let  those  things  slide  when  a 
lot  of  institutions  did  just  that. 

PEARSON:  Oh.  yes,  in  the  late  '60s  that  was  not  an  "in"  thine  to  do.  In  a 


sense,  we  were  quite  counter-cultural  to  maintain  that  connection  and  uphold 
those  values.  We  operate  with  two  poles  here:  on  the  one  hand,  we  offer  a 
liberal  arts  education,  and  on  the  other,  we  have  Christian  higher  education 

—  and  it's  a  good  dialectic  when  you  move  back  and  forth  between  these 
poles.  We  don't  just  say,  "Oh.  it's  the  liberal  arts."  and  we  don't  just  say. 
"It's  Christian  higher  education."  We  say  it's  both,  and  they  feed  each  other 
in  a  constructive  way.  The  academic  freedom  here  is  part  of  the  liberal  arts 
tradition,  but  at  the  same  time  we  have  a  mission  statement  that  certainly 
confirms  our  Christian  orientation  and  church-relatedness. 

BURNSIDE:  Lennart  has  reminded  me  of  the  importance  of  the  expansion 

of  the  physical  facilities.  It's  been 

amazing  what's  happened  since  1963, 

because  when  1  came,  the  Smith 

Administration  Building  was  the 

administration  building  and  library,  and 

Jacobs  Hall  housed  the  science  division 

—  they  were  all  there:  physics, 
chemistry,  biology  —  and  ROTC. 

For  dormitories,  you  had  just 
Bailey.  Spencer,  Smyth,  and  Laurens. 


PC  MAGAZINE:  Douglas  House  was 
the  student  union,  correct? 

BURNSIDE:  The  student  body  fit  in 
there;  that  was  your  student  center  — 
the  mailboxes,  the  canteen,  the 
bookstore,  the  faculty  lounge . . .  they 
were  all  in  Douglas.  And  the  end  of  the 
campus  was  Neville  Hall  with  Judd 
Dining  Hall  right  behind  it.  Beyond 
that  you  had  blackberry  bushes. 

PEARSON:  That's  where  we  got  our 
Christmas  trees.

faculty  members  then. 

STROCK:  We've  got  a  lot  more  teams  and  participants.  Title  IX  caused  that 
to  happen,  and  we've  had  great  response  from  the  women,  and  we  need  to 
continue  to  monitor  that  and  offer  sports  as  they  want  them. 

PEARSON:  Speaking  of  athletics.  I  was  a  bit  skeptical  at  first  about  the  big 
intramural  field  with  the  walking  track  and  playing  fields,  but  I've  changed 
my  mind.  I  think  that  was  a  fine  addition  to  the  campus. 

STROCK:  It  brought  such  a  great  part  of  the  community  into  that;  the  SACS 
(Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools)  accreditation  team  talked 

about  that  more  than  anything  else. 

and  how  valuable  it  is. 


PC  MAGAZINE:  It's  been  very 
good  for  community  relations. 

PEARSON:  Student  Volunteer 
Services  would  fall  into  that 
category,  too,  as  a  very  fine  element 
of  community  outreach. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  And  that  has  put 
a  face  on  the  college's  motto. 


STROCK:  Talking  about  the 

Thomasons  makes  me  think  about  Ross 

E.  Templeton  and  all  that  he  did  for  the 

expansion  of  the  athletic  facilities.  I 

can  recall  playing  basketball  in  the  old  crackerbox  gym  in  Springs;  we  should 

have  had  a  I0-point  advantage  on  all  our  opponents.  I  remember  Al  McGuire 

bringing  his  Belmont- Abbey  team  in  there  and  pulling  them  off  the  court 

with  30  seconds  left. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  Anything  about  the  college  that  you  have  to  pinch 
yourself  about,  such  as  the  size  of  the  student  body? 

PEARSON:  Sure.  The  enrollment  was  750  when  I  arrived  . . . 

BURNSIDE:  It  was  500  when  I  came ...  and  I  think  we  had  about  43

PEARSON:  I  think  one  reason  that  it 
was  successful  is  that  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  idealism  in  students  this  age 
when  they  come  to  college,  and  this 
captures  it  and  gives  them  an  outlet. 
You  want  to  change  the  world? 
Here's  something  you  can  do. 
Students  like  this.  They  might  not 
win  Nobel  Prizes  for  their  research, 
but  they  can  help  children  at 
Thornwell  and  others  in  the 
community.  In  a  way,  that's  the  kind 
of  thing  that  makes  this  school 
unique,  because  at  large  universities, 
most  students  spend  their  time  trying 
to  figure  out  what  name  goes  with  their  number. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  All  three  of  you  have  earned  the  right  to  give  a  bit  of 
sage  advice  to  the  college.  If  you  could  place  your  hand  on  the  fate  of  the 
institution  and  guide  it  toward  one  area  or  maintain  certain  things,  what 
would  those  things  be? 

PEARSON:  The  balance  of  the  liberal  arts  with  the  church-relatedness  is  a 
pretty  tine  combination.  It's  the  balance  that  makes  the  difference.  I  think  we 
can  have  both  openness  and  church-relatedness. 


1 STROCK:  I  go  back  to  ihe  issue  of  diversity.  So  many  times  we  get  so 
wrapped  up  in  our  own  little  bailiwicks,  our  own  little  portion  of  the  college. 
to  recognize  that  it's  a  combination  of  everyone  —  the  library 
maintenance  staff,  the  Blue  Ladies  in  the  cafeteria  line  —  that 
Presbyterian  College  something  special.  We  have  to  recognize  that, 
and  sometimes  we  get  so  tied  up  with  our  own  part  of  that  that  we  fail  to  give 
credit  and  recognition  to  these  others.  We're  just  a  small  piece  of  the  puzzle, 
and  when  you  take  all  the  pieces  you  make  the  whole  puzzle  —  a  better 
puzzle  because  of  all  the  different  small  pieces  that  go  into  it. 

BURNSIDE:  One  of  the  things  that  1  think  was  so  good  that  Dr.  Orr  did 

shortly  after  he  came  —  and  it  reminds 

us  that  we  are  a  family  —  was  the 

Christmas  luncheon.  I  share  Bob's 

concern,  and  I've  been  reminded  with 

the  construction  of  Harrington- 

Peachtree  Academic  Center  that  we 

should  be  careful  that  we  don't  become 

further  divided  and  separated  from  one 

another. 

When  I  came,  the  faculty  lounge 
was  in  Douglas  House,  so  faculty  came 
from  the  various  buildings  where  they 
taught  and  had  coffee,  so  we  would  see 
each  other.  Then  we  began  to  separate 
a  bit.  but  in  Neville  Hall  we  saw  a  lot 
of  people  because  there  was  a  lounge 
there.  Now  we've  got  H-P,  so  all  the 
social  scientists  have  moved  over  there, 
and  they're  on  different  floors,  and  I'm 
not  sure  they  see  much  of  each  other. 
Meanwhile,  we  don't  see  folks  we  used 
to  see  every  day.  and  1  think  you  really 
have  to  work  at  creating  situations 
where  faculty  members  of  different 
disciplines  can  come  together  and  share 
with  each  other.  But  it's  so  easy  to  fall 
into  this  pattern:  we  see  each  other  at 
opening  convocation,  and  then  we 
begin  to  do  our  own  thing.  It's  amazing 
that  on  a  campus  this  size  we  can 
become  so  separated  from  one  another. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  That  really  requires  a  vigilance  and  a  creativity.  It's 
hard  to  force  community,  but  you  can  encourage  certain  dynamics  that 
will  maintain  community. 

BURNSIDE:  We've  had  seminars  and  workshops  to  bring  us  together.  I 
know  there  are  people  who  want  to  see  PC  become  larger,  but  they  don't 
really  appreciate  the  fact  that  beyond  a  certain  point  you  do  lose  something: 
the  quality  of  the  institution  that  you  have  been.

PEARSON:  As  long  as  we're  looking  ahead,  a  new  factor  that  affects  all  of 
us  is  the  changes  in  information  transfer,  and  that  really  has  to  be  assumed 
and  accepted  in  such  a  way  that  it  provides  judicious  enrichment  of  the 
educational  experience  here.  It  might  be  easy  to  go  off  the  deep  end  on  this, 
so  we  need  to  keep  a  sense  of  proportion  about  things.  Not  even  book  that 
was  ever  written  is  great  just  because  it  is  ink  on  paper:  not  everything  that 
comes  in  on  the  Internet  has  merit,  so  you  have  to  be  able  to  sort  the  wheat 
from  the  chaff.  That's  part  of  the  liberal  arts. 

BURNSIDE:  Back  in  the  late  '60s  and  early  '70s  when  schools  were 
throwing  out  general  ed  requirements  —  and  some  of  them  allowed  students 
to  write  their  own  major  and  design  their  own  program—  we  didn't  do  that. 
We  kept  a  history  requirement,  an 
English  requirement,  a  religion 
requirement.  Now  other  schools  have 
come  back  to  this. 

PEARSON:  We  also  need  to  be 
mindful  of  the  costs.  Technology  is 
so  fluid  and  changing  at  such  a 
dizzying  pace  that  you  scarcely  know 
six  months  from  now  what's  going  to 
be  the  new  thing.  Libraries  are 
affected  by  this,  institutions  are 
affected  by  this,  so  I  think  that 
growing  a  strong  endowment  is 
important,  certainly  important  to  the 
library. 

PC  MAGAZINE:  Well,  are  you 
optimistic  about  the  liberal  arts 
college?  Do  you  feel  good  about 
PC's  future? 


STROCK:  I  really  do.  I  think  there's 
got  to  be  some  adjustments.  As 
Lennart  said,  we've  got  to  increase 
the  endowment,  and,  this  is  just  my 
opinion.  I'm  not  sure  we  always 
work  as  efficiently  as  we  might.  1  see 
some  concerns,  but  things  will  work 
out  and  Presbyterian  College  will  survive. 

PEARSON:  There  will  always  be  a  need  for  people  who  can  think.  There 
will  be  a  lot  of  people  who  can  turn  screws  and  so  on,  but  there  have  to  be 
people  who  can  think  —  at  the  highest  levels  of  business,  politics,  govern- 
ments, industry .  That's  where  our  graduates  have  a  real  contribution  to  make 
because  they  are  broadly  educated. 

BURNSIDE:  When  you  look  at  the  faculty,  which  has  almost  doubled  since 
1  came,  we  have  an  excellent  faculty,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  about  passing 
the  torch.  I  made  my  contribution  for  34  years,  and  now  it's  time  to  step

Over  the  past  decade,  PC  has  received  national  recognition  for  the  quality  and  strength 
of  its  academic  program.  The  60  x  2000  initiative  seeks  to  bring  this  same  kind  of  national  focus 
to  the  influence  of  alumni  in  the  life  of  the  college.  Alumni  participation  is  one  of  the  most 
widely  used  measures  of  alumni  allegiance  to  their  alma  mater.  No  other  key  indicator  holds  so 
much  power  in  terms  of  institutional  quality.

Cyclist  Overcomes  Odds  To  Complete 
102-Mile  Mountain  Trek 
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rundreds  of  bicyclists  left  downtown 
Spartanburg  on  May  17  as  part  of  the  Assault  on 
Mount  Mitchell,  a  102-mile  journey  into  North  Caro- 
lina and  to  the  top  of  the  highest  peak  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River. 

The  loudest  cheers  were  not  reserved  for  the 
first-place  finisher,  however. 

Haynesworth  Van  Epps  IV  of  Spartanburg,  a 
1986  PC  graduate,  was  the  cyclist  who  earned  the 
cheers  and  respect  of  those  at  the  finish  line  as  he 
maneuvered  his  arm-powered  Freedom  Ryder  to  the 
peak  of  Mount  Mitchell  and  into  the  record  book. 

For  Van.  the  trek  was  just  a  continuation  of  a 
sport  he  has  always  loved  —  cycling.  It  was  seven 
years  ago  that  Van.  having  recently  completed  the 
Assault  on  Mount  Mitchell  on  his  bicycle,  was  se- 
verely injured  when  a  motorist  ran  a  stop  sign  and 
struck  his  bicycle.  The  car  dragged  him  more  than  600 
feet  and  Van's  right  leg  was  severed  just  below  his 
knee. 

While  many  would  have  surrendered  to  the 
disability.  Van  took  on  a  new  challenge:  completing 
the  Assault  on  Mount  Mitchell  in  the  Freedom  Ryder. 


a  specially-designed  tricycle  designed  for  people  with 
disabilities.  He  spent  several  months  under  the  guid- 
ance of  John  Bryan,  the  62-year-old  founder  of  the 
Assault  on  Mount  Mitchell,  training  on  the  winding 
mountainous  road  leading  to  Caesars  Head.  S.C. 

The  work  paid  off  when  the  33-year-old  cyclist, 
accompanied  by  his  girlfriend  Brenda  Wetland,  who 
was  riding  a  regular  bicycle,  rolled  across  the  finish 
line  on  the  mountain  summit  more  than  15  hours  after 
leaving  Spartanburg.  Van.  who  leaches  in  the  science 
department  at  Union  High  School,  became  not  only  the 
first  disabled  person  to  complete  the  lengthy  trek,  but 
also  the  first  to  attempt  the  feat. 

"I  could  not  have  done  this  without  John's  help. 
He  never  gave  up  on  me."  Van  told  the  Spartanburg 
Herald-Journal  at  the  conclusion  of  his  ride.  "He  had 
faith  in  me  and  made  me  believe  in  my  self." 

He  aKo  had  a  believer  at  the  top  of  the  mountain. 
Sonny  Epps  '50  watched  and  waited  for  his  son  from 
a  law  n  chair  at  the  finish  line  and  said  he  never  doubted 
that  Van  would  finish  the  ride. 

"I  don't  care  who  you  arc.  it  takes  guts  to  do 
something  like  this."  he  said.  "And  that's  my  boy."
